The 
an.swer l.s every person 19 years 
of age. or over, who is or has 
been lawfully married, or who 
is a member of the armed forces 
of TTie United States, or the 
axlllarles thereof, or the mari­ 
time service at the time the will 
is made. The person making the 
will must be of sound mind. 


A will may be wholly in the 
handwriting of the maker, in 
which event, witnesses are not 
neces.sary. 


A written will which U not 
wholly in the handwriting of the 
maker, must be witnesses by two 
or more persons above the age 
of 14 yars. Such a will must be 
signed and witnesses strictly in 
accordance with the formalities 
fixed by law. 


What is a self-proved will? A 
.self-proved will Is a will that 
may be prepared in such man­ 
ner that it may be admitted to 
probate without the testimony of 
an subscribing witness. It may 
be contested, revoked, or amend­ 
ed by a codicil in the same man­ 
ner as a will not self-proved.

A will may be revoked 
or changed by the maker at any 
time, although any changes to 
be effective must be made strict­ 
ly in accordance with the law.
